IXDIAX RAILROADS. 
The length of railroads sanctioned for British 
India up to the end of 1858 is 4,847 miles. Of 
this, the length of 559 miles is opened for traffic, 
and 3,0:>8 miles is in course of construction 
— leaving 1,250 miles on which work has not 
been commenced. In the course of the present 
year there will be completed 747 miles 'addi- 
tional to that already in operation ; in I860, 



270 miles more, and in 1861, 290 miles more. 
Thus at the end of 1801, there will be in India 
a total length of finished railroad amounting to 
1 ,872 miles. The total capital guaranteed for 
these railroads is about $200,000,000, one-half 
of which has been already paid up. The cost, 
of construction is about $56,000 per mile, or 
less than one-third that of English railroads. 
When the lines are completed there will be four 
great arterial railroads, opening up the whole of 
India to the seaboard at Calcutta, Madras and 
Bombay, and giving to the country commercial 
facilities whicli centuries of native rule would 
not afford to it.
